* And if Chriſt be in you, the Body is dead, 
becauſe of Sin ; but the Spirit is Life, becauſe 
of Righteouſneſs.” 


N HE Privileges of Believers 7 
— T — are largely illuſtrated by 5 
SY the Apoſtle in this Chap- 
: ter. At the ſame Time he 
deſcribes thePerſons to whom theſe 


Privileges belong ; and intermixes 
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FLEE ($1.5) | 
frequent Expreſſions uſeful for the 
Purpoſe of Self Examination. 

He had ſaid, in the Verſe pre- 
ceeding our Text, © If any Man 
have not the Spirit of Chriſt, he is 
none of his.” In our Text he men- 
tions one bliſsful Conſequence 
which follows to them who have 
Chriſt dwelling in them by his Spi- 
rit. He acknowledges that *the 
Body 1s dead”: 'That the People of 
God are under the ſame Sentence 
of Mortality with the reſt of Man- 
kind; And that this is the Caſe be- 
cauſe of Sin. But with Regard 
to the Soul, or ſpiritual Parr, he 
intimates, it is Life.” It is now 
alive in the beſt ſenſe of the Expre- 


ſſion; and will continue to enjoy 
a bleſſed Life after the Diſſolution 
of the Body. And this, ſays he, is 
the Caſe © becauſe of Righteouſ- 


neſs”: Becauſe of FRE Righteouſneſs 
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of him to whom Believers are un- 
ited ; by whom their Souls are now 
made alive to God, and ſaved from 
*the ſecond Death. i 


JN diſcourſing on this Text we 
may conſider, In the 1ſt Place, 
This Circumſtance in the Lot of 
Chriſtians, that they are liable to 
Death as well as others. 
We may conſider, in the 2d Place, 
The Reaſon of this, aſſigned by the 
Apoſtle, the Body is dead, becauſe 
of Sin.“ | 
We may conſider, i in the 34 Place, 
what ſort of Life it is which be- 


longs to the Soul, or ſpiritual Part. 


And, then, In the 4b Place, The 
Cauſe of this Life, The Spirit“ is 
ſaid to be Life, becauſe of Right- 
eouſneſs.“ 

In the iſt Place, we may conſider 
this Circumſtance in the Lot of 
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Chriſtians, that they are liable to 
Death as well as others. 
The Expreſſion is not merely that 
the Body ſhall die; but it is ſuch 


as denotes the utmoſt Certainty.— 
The Body may be ſaid to be already 


dead. It is dead in Law, as a Sen- 


tence of Mortality has gone out a- 
gainſt it. It is in a ſtate of Death, 
as it *periſhes from the Morning 


untill the Evening,” having a mor- 


tal Principle lodged within it. 
Now that this 1s the Caſe, even 


with the People of God, daily Ex- 


perience ſhews us. The mot Ex- 
cellent Saints have felt the Lan 


ors of a frail Conſtitution; The to 


ſome Advances, The weakneſſes of 
Age; The ſudden, or more leiſur- 
ly Decay of the earthly Tabernacle. 

*They, of whom the world was 
not worthy,” --ſome whoſe Names 
have long fince been forgotten, 
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others whoſe Names ſurvive in the 


Annals of Scripture, or in the fond 
Remembrance of Mankind. 
have all born Teſtimony to this 
Truth, that *as one Man dieth, fo 
doth another; that all go to one 
Place, the Houſe appointed for all 
iving ; that all are of the Duſt, 
and all turn to Duſt again.” 
Our Fathers, even they who 
„ lived longeſt upon the Earth,” 
where are. they ? And the Pro- 
phets,” thoſe eminent Servants of 
od, do they live for ever?“ No.--- 
ays the Pſalmiſt, what Man is he 
which liveth, and ſhall not ſee 
Death? ſhall he deliver his Soul 
om the Hand of the Grave ?”

- Nor ought we, my Brethren, to 
think that our heavenly Father 
deals hardly with his People in this 
Particular. There are wiſe and im- 

rtant Purpoſes ſerved by it. We 
earn the Evil of Sin, in the Deſo- 
lation it daily Occaſions even a- 
mong the godly: We learn that 
we ourſelves are entirely in the 
Hands of God; and therefore 
ought to be always ready, doing 
his Will: And it is fit that theſe 
Bodies, which have been the fre 
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quent Inſtruments of Sin, ſnhould 
ſuffer a Diſſolution, before they are 
raiſed purified and adorned, pro- 
per Habitations for perfectly holy 
and happy Spirits. f 
But tho' the Body be dead, yer 
if Chriſt be in us, the Spirit is 
Life, becauſe of Righteouſneſs.” 
We may therefore conſider, In 
the 34 Place, What Sort of Life it 
is which is here ſpoken of, as be- 
longing to the Soul, or ſpiritual 
Part. | 


+ Enoch and Blijab, it is true, were both of 
them tranſlated without ſeeing Death : And it is 
ſaid of thoſe who ſhall be alive at our Lok D's 
laſt Coming, that they ſhall not ſleep, but ſhall 
be changed. But as the Tranſlations of Enoch 
and Elijab were Miraculous ; and as the Change 
which ſhall paſs upon Believers at our Loxp's laſt 
coming, will be an Event ſuited to a particular 
Occaſion, they make nothing properly againſt 
what is ſaid to be the general Method of the 
divine Procedure, 7 WEE 
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Ir is mentioned as a peculiat 
Privilege; and therefore muſt im- 
ply ſomething more than belongs 
to the Souls of Men in general. 

It is indeed true, that the Soul 
of every Man now lives, and will 
hve for ever. Being an immateri- 

| al Subſtance, in it's own Nature it 
* is immortal. Tho' he who made 
it, could eaſily deſtroy it, yet both 
Scripture and Reaſon join in aſſur- 
L ing us, that the Soul ſhall be poſ- 

ſeſſed of an immortal Duration. 

But with Regard to the ungodly, 
the beſt Powers of their Souls are 
in a State of Death. They have 
not That which was called Life in 
the Beginning. They are dead 
in Treſpaſſes and Sins.” They are 
dead to all true Happinefs. They 
are dead to God; to Righteout- 
neſs; and to a Reliſh of Spiritual 
Things.—— They are liable to *the 
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ſecond Death, which implies the 


Loſs of every poſſible Felicity in the 


other World. 

Now, it is from this miſerable 
State that the Souls of Believers are 
delivered. They are quickned and 
made alive to God They have 
here what is called the ſpiritual 
Life”: And, when their Souls are 
ſeperated from their Bodies, they 
{hall have what is called“ the Life 
eternal.“ 

The Life eternal” is, properly 
ſpeaking, the Perfection of the ſpi- 
ritual Life”. But then it 18 enjoyed 
in the immediate Preſence of God: 
In the clear Views of his Glory: 
And under the free Emanations of 
his Love. 

Happy Souls, my Brethren, who 
are now for ever with the Lord ! 
Who have fought the good Fight; 
who have kept the F aun; who have 
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finiſhed their Courſe; and now in- 
herit the Crown of Life With 
what Pity may they look down on 
thoſe, who are yet bearing, as it 
were, the Burthen and Heat of the 
Day ! Who are conflicting with 
Pain, with Sickneſs, with Temp- 
tations, and with the other Adver- 
ſities of this Life What a bleſſed 
Eſcape have they met with! They 
have found“ that Reſt,” which was 
often in their Thoughts, which 
was often alſo in their Mouths, 
that Reſt which remaineth for 
the People of God.” 25 
WxE may conſider, in the 4th 
Place, The Cauſe which the Apoſtle 


aſſigns of this Spiritual and eter- 


nal Life.“ © The Spirit,” ſays he 
is Life, becauſe of Righteouſ- 
neſ as. wv | 

Ihe“ Efficient” Cauſe is indeed 
Cnkisr's dwelling in us by his 


This price has been paid by our 
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Spirit. It is his Power which raiſe$i 


Believers from the ſpiritual Death: 
reſtoring them to Life and Activi- 


ty in the Ways of God. Thus the 
Apoſtle ſays in the 2d Verſe of this 
Chapter, The Law,” or Power, 
of the Spirit of Life in CHRIS f 
2 hath made me free from 

e Law,” or Power,” of Sin and 
Death.” And Galatians 2. 20. &I 
live : Yer not I, but en liveth 
in me.“ 

Bur the * Procurin g Cauſe 
is the W of our Re- 
deemer. | 

For, Firſt, with Regard to © the 
ſpiricual Life,” It is an ineſtimable 
Bleſſing to them who enjoy it. 
But it was ſuch as we had no Right 
to ; ſuch as- could not be grant- 
ed to guilty Creatures, without a 
Price equal to it's great Value.-— 
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bleſſed Saviour, He gave himſelf 
for us,” Not only that we might 
obtain the Pardon of our Sins ; but 
alſo, ſays the Apoſtle, © that he 
might redeem us from all Iniqui- 
ty; might purife unto himſelf a 
peculiar People, Zealous of good 
Works.” 

The new Lite in Believers, is as 
much the Fruit of what our Savi- 
our has done and ſuffered, as the 
Pardon of Sin is: And to his Merit; 
or Righteouſneſs we ought to aſ- 
cribe the Praiſe of it. 

Again, Secondly, with Regard 
to © the Life eternal,” it is called 

« a purchaſed Poſſeſſion.“ It was 
purchaſed by our Saviovk's Blood. 
And with Reſpect to us, © is the 
free gift of God, thro' IExsus CHRST 
our Lox D. — “ This is the Re- 
cord,” ſays theApoſtle John, that 
God hath given to us eternal Late; 


a 

And this Life is in his Son. He 
that hath the Son hath Life, and 
he that hath not the Son of God, 
hath not Life.” | 

Our Lok, having paid a full 
Price, entered into Heaven, not in 
his own Name only, butalſo in the 
Name of his People; to pave the 
Way for their Reception; and to 
claim it as their Inheritance. He 
opens at his Pleaſure the Gates of 
the © Invifible World,” and lets in 
the departed Spirits of his Saints. 
In due Time, he will open the 
Graves alſo: - Will ſer at Liberty 


* the Priſoners of Hope,” the Bo- 


dies of his Saints, which have 
there been detained ; will bring 
them forth, bright and incorrupt- 
ible, faſhioned like to his own 
Glorious and immortal Body. 
For, ſays he, 1 am the Reſurrec- 
tion, and the Life, He that behev- 


1 
eth on me, tho he were dead, yet 
{hall he live © I will ranſom 
them from the Power of the Grave. 
I will redeem them from Death. 
O Death! I wall. be thy Plagues. 
O Grave! I will be thy Deſtructi- 
on. Repentance ſhall be hid from 
mine Eyes.“ 2 | 
- What then tho' the Body be now 
dead becauſe of Sin? what tho our 
Fleſh thall ſee: Corruption? It will 
be for a Seaſon only. For, as the A- 
poſtle ſays in the words following 
dur Text, If the Spirit of him 
that raiſed up Jeſus from the dead, 
dwell in you: He that raiſed up 
Chriſt from the dead, ſhall alſo 
quicken your Mortal Bodies, by 
his Spuat that dwelleth in you.“ 
* By Man came Death. And by 
Man - alſo,” even by the Man 
CHRIST Jxsus, came the Refur- 
: 0 brenn 1 Aer 
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rection of the dead.” 

We have been led, my Brechten, 
to this Subject, by an Event in 
the Providence of God, Melan- 
choly to us, tho' not ſo, we have 
every Reaſon to believe, to that 
dear and worthy Perſon, whoſe 
Death we now deplore.—- Suffer 
me to encroach a little upon your 
Time, while we endeavour to pay 
ſome of that juſt Tribute which 
we owe to his Memory. 

You lon _ enjoyed his Miniſtra- 
tions: for this, we have all 
of us Renton to thank God. Du- 
ring more than thirty three Years 
he laboured among you ; with 
what bleſſed Succefs, I traſt, many 
of you can witneſs. What Num- 
bers have grown up, from their 
earily Days, under his Miniſtry! 
His Inſtructions were among thoſe 
which they firſt attended to: His 
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Words among thoſe which they 
firſt learned to remember. And 
now that he is taken from them, 
they will ſcarce know how they 
can-bear the Loſs of him, whom 
they have all along been uſed to 
eſteem as their ſound and able 
Teacher, their Spiritual Friend, 
and Father in the Lord. | 
It is cuſtomary, on Occaſions of 
this Kind, to-ſpeak of the Charac- 
ter of the *Deceaſed.” But I ap- 
nd, in the preſent Caſe, it 
will not be neceflary to ſay much 
upon this Head.--— You knew his 
worth, .my. Brethren. You ap- 
pear to have been ſenſible of it. 
Hence that uncommonly general 
Lamentation of Perſons of all 
Ranks; and, I might add alſo, 
of all Parties. 
But while mou ſpeak of him 
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daily among yourſelves, fuffer me 


alſo to diſcharge my Duty, by bear- 
ing ſome public Teſtimony on 


this Occaſion. 


« The Servant of the Lord,” ſays 
the Apoſtle, © muſt not irive, but 
be gentle unto all Men.“ And was 
not this Gentleneſs, this Meek- 
neſs of Behaviour, a beautiful and 
ſhining Part in the Character of 
your deceafed Paſtor? It character- 
iſed his Conduct. It rendered him 
amiable and engaging to all who 
nad any Connexion, or Acquain- 
tance with him. He carried it in- 
to his public Actions: He“ ſtudi- 
ed the Things which make for 
Peace, and whereby we may edity 
one another.” | 

His Views of the Chriſtian Reli- 
gion were ſuch as our Church ap- 

roves of; and which we all pro- 
tels to believe are the moſt agree» 


( ar ) 
able of any to the Word of God. 
His Knowledge of the Goſpet 
Plan was fo accurate, and exten- 
frve ; and his Words which he ut- 
tered in Public, concerning any 
Part of it, were ſo well weighed, 
and guarded againſt Mi fconſtruc- 
tion; that they muſt have been 
very ignorant indeed, who could 
ever ſay that he ſpake any Thing 
inconſiſtent with the Analogy of 
Faith, or of ſound Doctrine. 

- Yet he was no Bigot. He diff 
tinguiſhed between Things eſſen- 
tial, and Matters of Indifferency. 


His Mind was more enlarged, and 


his Underſtanding better, than ta 
ſuffer him to pronounce uncharit- 
able Cenfures ; or to withdraw 
his Love from any Set of Chriſti- 
ans who profeſſed to love, and in 
eſſential Points appeared to love 
our LoxpD Jtsvs in Sincerity.T 
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His Wiſdom and Diligence in 
the various' Parts of his Office; 
were ſeen and acknowledged du- 
ring his many years Labour. By 
the Prudence of his Conduct, he 
ſeemed habitually to have in his 
Eye what our Saviour ſaid his Ser- 
vants ſhould be, *wiſe as Serpents, 
and harmleſs as Doves.” By his Di- 
ligence, he feem'd cloſely to follow 
his Example who ſaid, I have 
Meat to eat which ye know not of: 
My Meat is to do the Will of him 
who ſent me, and to finiſh his 
Work.“ The many Services to 
which he was called, even 'the 
moſt laborious, he entered upon 
with an eaſy Cheerfulneſs of 
Mind: He rmed them, as one 
expert in the Duties of his Office, 
„% Workman that needed not ta 
be aſhamed.” 1855 

Need I put you in mind of his 


= 
Chriſtian Humility? It was alovely 
Ornament to the other Gifts and 
Graces he was endowed with. A- 
midſt all his Uſefulneſs, and tho 
abounding in the Virtues of a ho- 


ly Life, yet he ſtill taught, and 


taught it evidently from the Heart, 
that it becomes even the ' beſt of 
the Servants of God here upon 
Earth, to confeſs their own Un- 
worthineſs, their manifold. Sins 
and Imperfections; and to have a 
humble Dependance by Faith on 
the Merits and Mediation of our 
LokD JIESus CHRIsT.-—- And 
when not bnly his own People, 
but thoſe who ſhared occaſionally 


of his Miniſtrations, joined in ex- 
prefling their Eſteem, and affecti- 


onate Acceptance of his Labours, 
He was ftill humble and ſelf deni- 
ed, and ſeemed rather diſpoſed in 


Lowlineſs of Mind, to eſteem oth+- 
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ers as better than Himſelf.. Many 
muſt have had the Opportunity of 
obſerving the remarkably filenr 
and pious Reſignation — which 
he bore any affliction which the 
Lord was pleaſed to lay upon him: 
At the ſame Time, no one was 
more kind and tender — 
ready to ſuccour, and to f 
thiſe with —_— who were in bit 
treſs. 
Bor I am enbble bees only 
ſpeaking the Things which you 
know already. Nor is at proper I 
ſhould- heighten the - Grief you 
may now entertain. Nou bewail, 

my Brethren, the Loſs of an able 


and worthy Paſtor, I bewail the 
| Loſs of a moſt amiable, and ex- 


emplary Cellegue ; a Friend; 
and Father. · I muſt always look 
back with a pleaſing — tho

who have finiſhed their ftate of 
Tryal, and now find * that ther 
Labour in the Lord was not in

There they ſhall have better cha 
the earthly Ordinances: They ſhall 
ee Face to Face; and know as

need the Memorials of an abſent 


Saviour. 
If, when © they faw him not 


they loved; if believing in him, 


es unſeen, they rejoiced with Joy
